Those  who 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  find  that  their  college  days  pass  rapidly  by  and  the  years  all  too 
quickly  slip  into  the  world  of  memories.

Mr.  O.  A.  Banks  was  bom  in  Holden,  Massachusetts  and  grew  up  on  a  small  farm  near  there.  He  attended  grade 
school  at  Oakham  and  high  school  at  Barre,  Massachusetts,  both  small  towns  near  Holden.  Many  of  his  summers 
were  spent  with  his  grandparent*  in  Nova  Scotia. 

Graduating  from  high  school  shortly  before  the  beginning  of  World  War  I,  Mr.  Banks  was  forced  to  seek  a  drier 
climate  because  of  his  health.  He  moved  to  Ellendale  where  he  resided  with  his  uncle,  B.  S.  Hodges,  one  of 
Dickey  County’s  first  commissioners. 

Although  the  automobile  was  becoming  quite  popular,  not  everybody  had  one.  Mr.  Banks  recalls  that  he  made 
his  first  trip  to  Oakes  in  his  uncle’s  horse-drawn  carriage. 

His  health  greatly  improved  during  his  first  years  in  Ellendale,  so  he  matriculated  at  the  State  Normal  and 
Industrial  School.  After  completing  a  two  year  course  in  business,  he  became  a  member  of  the  business  staff. 
Shortly,  however,  he  enrolled  at  the  Gregg  School  in  Chicago  to  further  his  business  education.  In  1918  he  returned 
to  the  business  staff  at  N.I. 

August  6,  1923,  Mr.  Banks  married  Alice  Peterson,  Secretary -Registrar  at  N.I.  Mrs.  Banks  held  that  job  for 
over  30  years,  retiring  just  recently. 

As  an  instructor  of  business  at  the  college  since  1918,  Mr.  Banks  has  become  as  much  of  an  institution  as  N.I. 
itself.  He  has  served  not  only  the  school,  but  the  community  as  well.  His  friendliness  and  patience,  and  his  con¬ 
tinual  willingness  to  help  with  individual  problems  is  known  to  the  thousands  of  students  whom  he  has  taught. 

In  behalf  of  the  students  and  administration  at  N.I.,  and  in  behalf  of  others  who  have  known  him  through  the 
years,  we  dedicate  this  yearbook  to  Mr.  O.  A.  Banks,  a  man  who  has  devoted  so  much  of  his  talent,  energy,  and 
spirit  to  our  college.
